i. 

BKIEF  NOTICE  OF  ITS  ORIGIN. 

FATHER  JOHN  LEONTIUS  (Van  de  Leeuw),  a  Bel- 
gian Jesuit,  who  taught  grammar  at  the  Roman  Col- 
lege in  1563,  was  the  founder  of  the  Sodality  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin  Mary.  Filled  with  the  desire  to  inspire 
his  pupils  with  solid  piety,  and,  above  all.  with  devotion 
to  the  Mother  of  God,  he  erected  a  tiny  altar  for  them  in 
one  of  the  class  rooms,  before  which  they  frequently  as- 
sembled together  for  prayer  and  piousreading.  These 
meetings  were  encouraged  by  the  presence  of  Father 
Leontius.  who  occasionally  presided  at  them,  addressing 
a  few  words  of  exhortation,  and  joining  in  the  hymns 
they  sang  in  honour  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  Soon  after- 
wards the  students  of  the  higher  classes  of  Philosophy 
and  Theology  began  to  follow  the  example  of  the 
younger  studeuts.  This  special  veneration  bestowed  on 
the  Mother  of  God  by  her  devoted  clients  was  recom- 
pensed with  abundant  graces.  As  the  devotion  quickly 
spread  through  the  whole  college,  it  was  deemed  advisa- 
ble to  organize  the  incipient  Sodality.  After  some 
deliberation  it  was  decided  that  a  portion  of  the  office  of 
the  Blessed  Virgin  should  be  recited  and  some  canticles 
be  sung  in  her  honour. 

Later  on.  in  1576.  one  of  the  Soda  lists  was  chosen  from 
amongst  their  number  to  act  as  prefect  of  the  candi- 
dates, or,  as  he  was  styled,  master  of  novices.  His  duty 
was  to  explain  the  spirit  and  obligations  of  the  Sodality 
to  those  seeking  admission  into  its  ranks.  In  1578  another 
office  was  created  by  the  appointment  of  a  prefect  of  mu- 
sic for  the  Sodality  choir. 

The  visible  fruits  of  piety  and  promotion  of  study  re- 
sulting from  the  foundation  of  this  holy  institute,  al- 
ready placed  under  th3  special  protection  of  our 
"Blessed  Lady  of  the  Annunciation/'  induced  several  of 
the  colleges  of  the  Society  to  avail  themselves  of  its  ad- 
vantages. 
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The  Congregation,  or  the  Sodality,  as  from  its  com- 
mencement it  was  indifferently  styled,  did  not  as  yet, 
however,  receive  canonical  sanction.  This  solemn  ap- 
proval Father  Claudius  Aquaviva  sought  and  obtained 
from  Gregory  XIII.,  to  whom  he  made  known  the  incal- 
culable good  it  had  effected  in  the  Roman  colleges  and 
other  colleges  of  the  Society  where  it  had  been  estab- 
lished. On  the  5th  December,  1584,  the  Sovereign  Pon- 
tiff, by  letter  apostolic,  cauonically  created  the  Sodal- 
ity, "Prima  Primaria,"  and  enriched  it  with  indul- 
gences and  many  privileges.  He  granted,  moreover,  to 
the  General,  for  the  time  being',  of  the  Society  of  Jesus, 
or  to  his  Vicar,  the  power  of  aggregating  to  the  "Prima 
Primaria"  the  Sodalities  established  in  other  colleges  of 
the  Society,  making  them  thereby  share  in  the  same  spir- 
itual privileges.  Lastly  he  declared  the  General  of  the 
Society,  or  his  Vicar,  the  Director-General,  in  perpetu- 
ity, of  the  Congregation,  with  power  to  frame  rules,  to 
modify  and  change  them  as  he  might  deem  it  prudent  or 
profitable  for  God's  greater  glory.  This  last  provision  is 
in  force  up  to  the  present,  notwithstanding  the  Bull  of 
Clement  VIII.,  which  subjects  the  rules  of  Confraterni- 
ties to  the  Ordinary  of  each  diocese.  In  1586,  Sixtus  V. 
confirmed  these  favours,  and  gave  permission  to  have 
Sodalities  erected  in  all  houses  and  churches  confided  to 
the  Society.  He  also  allowed  them  to  be  established  for 
the  faithful  of  both  sexes,  with  permission  that  some 
feast  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  might  be  selected  as  titular 
feast  of  the  Sodality. 

Clement  VIII.,  in  1602,  and  Gregory  XV.,  in  ld21,  still 
further  increased  the  privileges  granted  by  their  prede- 
cessors. 

In  his  "Golden  Bull,"  dated  27th  September,  1747,  Ben- 
dict  XIV.  ratified  these  favours  and  added  new  ones. 
This  Bull  contains  the  highest  eulogium  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus  and  of  the  Sodality  it  had  established.  Four  years 
later,  in  1751,  he  bestowed  on  the  Sodality  additional  and 
not  less  important  privileges. 

In  his  Apostolic  Letter  of  the  16th  May,  1824,  by  which 
he  restored  the  Roman  College  to  the  Society  of  Jesus, 
Leo  XII.  confirmed  all  the  favours  hifherto  granted  the 
Sodality ;  and  on  the  7th  March,  1825,  by  Rescript,  he 
extended  those  privileges  to  Sodalities  neither  erected 
in  the  houses  or  churches  of  the  Society,  nor  entrusted 
to  its  direction. 

Finally,  Gregory  XVI.  and  Pius  IX.  have  repeatedly 
ratified,  through  the  Congregation  of  Indulgences,  the 
concessions  of  their  predecessors,  while  his  present 
reigning  Holiness,  Leo  XIII.,  has  enriched  with  extraor- 
dinary indulgences  the  celebration  of  the  tercentenary 
of  the  Sodality. 
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Father  Aqua  viva,  assisted  by  seventeen  consultors, 
drew  up  the  rules  of  the  ''Prima  Primarta,"  which,  as 
the  Bull  "Omnipotentis  Dei."  lays  down,  should  be  faith- 
fully observed  by  all  Sodalities  affiliated  to  it.  These 
rules,  in  the  course  of  time,  and  in  virtue  of  the  powers 
granted  to  the  Society  of  Jesus,  have  undergone  various 
modifications.  The  rules  in  actual  use  at  present  are 
those  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Very  Rev.  P. 
Beckx,  General  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  and  published  at 
Rome  in  3855,  under  the  title,  "Leges  et  statuta  Sodalitatum 
B.M.  V.  quce  '•Prima  Primarice'  conjunctce  sunt."  They  are 
found  at  page  13. 

Before  terminating  tins  oriel  historical  sketch  of  the 
Sodality  it  will  be  interesting  to  insert  a  portion  of 
the  letter  of  the  present  Vicar-General  of  the  Society  of 
Jesus,  Very  Rev.  A.  M.  Anderledy.  addressed  to  the 
Fathers  and  Brothers  of  the  same  Society  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  tercentenary  of  the  Sodality,  5th  De- 
cember, 1884.  Having  dwelt  on  the  privileges  granted  to 
it  by  the  Holy  See,  he  continues:  "In  the  seventeenth 
century  seventeen  Cardinals  were  members  of  the  'Pri- 
ma Primaria  seven  out  of  this  number  sat  in  the  Chair 
of  Peter,  namely.  Urban  VIII.,  Alexander  VII.,  Clement 
IX.,  Clement  X.,  Innocent  X.,  Innocent  XI.,  and  Clement 
XI.  Cardinal  Frederic  Borromeo  founded  a  Sodality  at 
Milan  for  boys  and  men.  At  Naples  the  Sodality  owed  its 
origin  to  the  piety  of  the  Apostolic  Nuncio,  and  included 
all  classes,  from  thp  highest  to  the  lowest.  Sigismund 
III.,  King  of  Poland  and  Sweden,  Philip  and  Ferdinand, 
Princes  of  Bavaria,  begged  to  be  allowed  to  enrol  their 
names  as  members  of  the  Sodality  in  the  year  1602.  Max- 
imilian Henry,  Duke  of  Bavaria,  was  elected  Prefect  of 
the  Sodality  at  Cologne  in  1639.  Ladislaus  IV.,  King  of 
Poland,  belonged  to  the  Sodality  at  Louvain,  and  had  an- 
other  established  at  Warsaw.  His  brother,  JohnCasimir, 
King  of  Poland  and  Sweden,  claimed  admission  into  the 
Sodality  at  Warsaw,  while  he  and  his  second  brother, 
Ferdinand,  were  by  turns  elected  Prefects  of  the  War- 
saw Sodality.  Ferdinand  II.,  king,  not  as  yet  emperor, 
was  a  member  of  the  Sodality  of  our  Lady.  The  follow- 
ing words,  written  by  the  monarch,  are  found  in  the  ar- 
chives of  the  Sodality  :  'On  November  7, 1618,  Ferdinand, 
King  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  Archduke  of  Austria. 
Sodalist  of  the  Most  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  Mother  of 
God,  wrote  these  words.1  Later  on,  as  emperor,  in  the 
mpst  solemn  manner,  he  declared  the  Mother  of  God  Su- 
preme Empress  of  his  army,  Ferdinand  III.  made  the 
following  profession  of  faitn  in  writing  when  he  became 
a  member  of  the  Louvain  Sodality  :  'Willingly  do  I  pro- 
fess myself  one  of  that  Congregation,  O  most  august 
Mary,  that  has  met  together  under  thy  patronage.  To 
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thee  I  entrust  myself,  my  wife,  and  children  :  to  thee  the 
Roman  empire,  over  which  God  has  placed  me  :  to  thee, 
and  to  thy  protection,  my  people  and  my  armies,  lighting 
for  thee  and  for  thy  Son.  Do  thou  acknowledge  me  as 
thine,  who  for  thy  honour,  and  for  that  of  thy  Son,  live, 
reign,  and  battle.  I  shall  be  thine,  O  Mary ;  all  who  be- 
long to  me  shall  also  be  thine  ;  my  possessions  and  king- 
doms and  empire  shall  be  thine.  My  people  and  my  army 
are  thine ;  do  thou  protect  them ;  do  thou  conquer  for 
them  ;  do  thou  rule  and  reign  in  them.  Thus  do  I  vow, 
thine  in  dutifulness  and  thine  by  justice.— Ferdinand. 
1640.' "

SPIRITUAL  ADVANTAGES  AFFORDED  TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF 
THE  SODALITIES  OF  THE  BLESSED  VIRGIN  MARY. 

The  Sovereign  Pontiffs,  and  especially  Benedict  XIV., 
in  their  apostolic  letters,  have  enumerated  the  principal 
advantages  obtained  by  the  members  of  the  Congrega- 
tion.  It  will  be  sufficient  to  indicate  them  briefly. 

1°.  The  first  is  the  special  protection  which  the  Blessed 
Virgin  cannot  fail  to  extend  to  those  who  are  consecrated 
to  her  service.  "Now  all  good  things  came  to  me  with 
her,  and  innumerable  riches  through  her  hands'1  (Wisd. 
vii.  11). 

2°.  The  efficacy  of  the  prayers  of  the  Sodality  recited 
not  only  in  private,  but  also  in  common,  for  temporal  as 
well  as  spiritual  needs,  for  the  living  as  well  as  for  the 
deceased  members  of  the  Congregation.  "For  where 
there  are  two  or  three  gathered  together  in  my  name, 
there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them"  (Matt*  xviii). 

3°.  The  obligation  which  each  Sodalist  contracts  of  ob- 
serving the  rules  ©f  the  Sodality  when  he  is  admitted 
into  the  Congregation.  For  though  thev  do  not  bind  un- 
der pain  of  sin,  yet  they  impose  a  gentle  restraint  on  a 
sincere  Sodalist  to  be  faithful  to  their  observance,  in 
virtue  of  the  engagement  he  has  voluntarily  under- 
taken. Experience  abundantly  teaches  members  of  'the 
Sodality  that,  were  it  not  for  their  attendance  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Sodality,  and  their  compliance  with 
its  ordinances  and  pious  usages,  in  many  instances  they 
would  have  quickly  grown  tepid  in  the  practices  of  reli- 
gion, and  perhaps  have  seriously  imperilled  their  salva- 
tion. 

4°.  The  grace  imparted  by  the  admonitions,  instruc- 
tions, discourses  preached  at  the  meetings  of  the  Sodality. 

5°.  The  opportunities  and  inducements  for  the  fre- 
quent reception  of  the  Sacraments,  which  purify  the 
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soul,  detach  it  from  the  love  of  the  world,  and  lift  it  to 
heavenly  things. 

6°.  The  public  reading  of  pious  books  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Sodality,  as  well  as  the  private  spiritual  reading 
of  the  individual  members. 

7°.  Meditation  on  the  eternal  truths,  and  on  the  myste- 
ries of  the  life  and  death  of  our  Lord. 

8°.  The  numerous  opportunities  afforded  the  members 
of  the  Sodality  of  gaining  the  large  indulgences  granted 
them  by  the  Holy  See. 

9°.  The  exercise  of  the  spirtual  and  corporal  works  of 
mercy,  which,  from  the  foundation  of  the  Sodality,  has 
always  been  one  of  its  leading  characteristics.  When 
established  at  Rome,  Paris.  Douay,  Cologne,  &c,  the  So- 
•  dalists  of  every  rank  and  calling  were  to  be  seen  visiting 
the  hospitals,  the  prisons,  the  homes  of  the  poor,  the  ig- 
norant, the  afflicted,  now  engaged  in  consoling,  again  in 
instructing  or  leading  back  to  the  Sacraments  many 
who,  in  those  unhappy  times,  had  fallen  away  from  truth 
and  morality.  Everywhere  and  by  every  means  they 
sought  to  promote  God's  greater  glory  and  the  salvation 
of  souls. 

10°.  The  good  example  mutually  given  by  the  Socialists 
not  only  at  their  Sodality  meetings,  but  not  unfre- 
quently  also  in  their  social  relations.  The  Sodality  has 
always  been  able  to  reckon  among  its  members  a  chosen 
number  whose  solid  virtue  and  sterling  goodness  hold 
them  up  as  models  for  their  companions. 

11°.  The  watchful  solicitude  of  the  Directors,  Supe- 
riors, and  Officers  of  the  Congregation  exercised  in  be- 
half of  the  members.  Many  Sodalists  are  indebted  for 
their  perseverance  in  virtue,  or  their  repentance,  if  they 
have  erred,  to  the  earnest  prayers  and  kindly  vigilance 
of  those  to  whose  care  the  Sodality  is  entrusted. 

12°.  The  well-founded  confidence  cherished  by  every 
faithful  Sodalist  of  obtaining  final  perseverance  and  an 
eternal  crown.   "A  child  of  Mary  shall  never  perish.'" 


III. 

Indulgences,  granted  by  the  Roman  Pontiffs  both  to  the 
Sodality  '"Prima  Primaria,"  or  Congregation  of  the  An- 
nunciation of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  erected  in  the  Ro- 
man College  of  the  Society  of  Jesus,  and  to  other  Sodalities 
erected  in  the  same  manner,  or  hereafter  to  be  erected, 
provided  they  be  canoaically  aggregated  to  the  said  "'Prima 
Primaria.'" 
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PLENARY  INDULGENCES  FOR  ALL  THE  FAITHFUL  OF  BOTH 
SEXES. 

1.  A  plenary  indulgence  may  be  gained  by  all  Sodalists 
and  by  all  the  faithful  of  both  sexes,  not  members  of  the 
Sodality,  who,  truly  penitent,  and  having  confessed  their 
sins  and  received  Holy  Communion,  shall  piously  visit  a 
church,  or  chapel,  or  oratory,  on  the  day  of  the  feast  or 
title  of  the  same  Sodality,  any  time  between  First  Ves- 
pers and  sunset,  and  there  pray  for  the  preservation  and 
increase  of  the  Christian  religion,  for  the  extirpation  of 
heresy,  for  peace  among  Christian  princes,  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Roman  Pontiff,  or  any  other  prayers  accord- 
ing to  the  particular  devotion  of  each. 

2.  If  the  Sodality  has  another  title,  or  another  patron  * 
besides  the  Blessed  Virgin,  in  the' same  manner  a  plenary 
indulgence  is  granted  for  the  day  on  which  the  feast  of 
the  said  Sodality  is  celebrated.  If,  however,  there  be  no 
such  title,  the  Director  of  any  such  Sodality  can,  each 
year,  with  the  leave  of  the  Ordinary,  make  choice  of  any 
day  he  pleases. 

3.  In  like  manner,  with  leave  of  the  Ordinary,  either 
feast  may  be  transferred  to  another  day  within  the  year, 
even  to  a  Sunday,  and  then  the  said  indulgences  may  be 
held  to  be  granted  for  the  day  on  which  the  feast  is  cele- 
brated, even  if  a  double  should  happen  to  fall  on  that 
day,  in  which  case  one  solemn  Votive  Mass  of  this  trans- 
ferred feast  may  be  celebrated. 

4.  A  plenary  indulgence  and  remission  of  all  sins  may 
be  gained  on  the  day  on  which  any  one  is  received  into 
the  Sodality,*lf,  truly  penite'nt,  and  having  confessed  his 
sins,  he  shall  on  the  same  day  receive  the  Most  Holy  Sac- 
rament of  the  Eucharist  in  a  church  where  the  said  So- 
dality is  established,  or  in  any  other  place. 

5.  Likewise  at  the  hour  of  death. 

6.  Also  on  the  feasts  of  the  Nativity  and  Ascension  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  of  the  Annunciation,  Assumption, 
Conception,  and  Nativity  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary,  by 
all  Sodalists  who,  truly  penitent,  and  having  confessed 
their  sins,  shall  devoutly  receive  the  Most  Holy  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Eucharist, 

7.  Also  once  a  week,  on  those  days  on  which,  according 
to  the  statutes  and  rules  or  customs  of  the  said  "Prima 
Primaria,"  or  of  any  other  Sodality  elsewhere  erected, 
or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  an  assembly  of  the  Sodalists  is 
usually  held,  if,  truly  penitent,  and  having  confessed 
their  sins  and  received  Holy  Communion,  they  shall  visit 
a  church,  or  chapel,  or  oratory,  or  place  of  any  Sodality, 
and  there  fervently  pray  to  God  for  peace  among  Chris- 
tian princes,  for  the  extirpation  of  heresy,  and  for  the 
exaltation  of  our  holy  Mother  the  Church. 
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When,  however,  the  Socialists  assemble  twice  or  three 
times  in  the  same  week,  the  day  for  gaining  the  plenary 
indulgence  will  be  left  to  the  choice  of  each.  In  these 
matters,  however,  and  in  all  other  things,  Sodalists  are 
strongly  recommended  to  follow  the  advice  of  their  Di- 
rectors. 

8.  In  those  Sodalities  in  which  the  Sodalists  are  accus- 
tomed to  assemble  in  the  evening  or  night,  or  at  any 
other  hour  after  mid-day,  the  plenary  indulgence  may 
be  gained  on  the  day  of  assembly,  or  on  the  day  follow- 
ing, as  each  one  may  choose . 

9.  The  priests  who  are  Directors  of  the  same  Sodality 
(provided  that  they  have  obtained  leave  once  for  all 
from  the  Ordinary),  as  often  as  they  shall  visit  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Sodality  who  are  suffering  from  illness,  and 
shall  assist  them  by  their  spiritual  counsels,  either  to 
bear  patiently  the  hardships  of  disease  or  to  be  willing  to 
accept  death  from  the  hand  of  God;  and  if,  before  an 
image  of  our  Crucified  Saviour,  they  shall  procure  that 
the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Angelical  Salutation  be  re- 
cited by  the  sick  person  at  least  three  times,  according  to 
the  mind  of  the  Pope  and  of  our  holy  mother  the  Church, 
can  apply  to  them  a  plenary  indulgence  on  the  day  on 
which  the  sick  person  shall  have  received  Holy  Commu- 
nion . 

10.  Twice  in  the  year  the  Sodalists  may  gain  the  plen- 
ary indulgence  granted  once  a  week,  even  if  they  have 
not  visited  the  place  itself  of  the  Sodality,  provided  that 
they  shall  visit  another  church,  in  which,  after  a  general 
confession,  either  of  their  whole  life  or  since  their  last 
general  confession,  they  shall  receive  the  Most  Holy  Sac- 
rament of  the  Eucharist. 

11.  This  practice  of  making  a  general  confession  is 
most  praiseworthy  :  and  a  special  devotion  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary  is  particularly  commended  by  the  Sovereign 
Pontiffs.  Upon  Sodalists,  moreover,  it  is  enjoined  that 
they  should  always  obey,  with  a  prompt  and  ready  will, 
the  counsels  and  commands  of  their  own  Directors. 

INDULGENCES  OF  SEVEN  YEARS  WHICH  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
SODALITY  GAIN  AS  OFTEN  AS  THE  FOLLOWING  WORKS 
ARE  PERFORMED. 

12.  By  following  the  remains  of  deceased  Sodalists,  or 
of  any  of  the  faithful  of  Christ,  to  ecclesiastical  burial. 

13.  When  admonished,  by  the  sound  of  a  bell,  of  the  last 
agony  of  any  of  the  faithful,  by  praying  to  God  for  the 
recovery  of  the  sick  person,  or  for  a  happy  death,  or.  if 
he  be  dead,  for  rest  to  his  soul. 

14.  By  assisting  at  public  and  private  assemblies  of  the 
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Sodality,  or  at  divine  office,  or  spiritual  conferences  and 
exhortations. 

15.  Or  even  at  pious  offices  in  behalf  of  deceased  mem- 
bers of  the  Sodality,  or  of  any  of  the  faithful  departed, 
provided  that  such  offices,  &c,  have  the  approval  of  the 
Directors. 

16.  By  hearing  Mass  on  week  days. 

17.  By  diligently  examining  their  conscience  in  the 
evening  before  they  retire  to  rest. 

18  By  visiting  the  sick  of  the  Sodality,  as  also  those 
who  are  in  hospitals  or  private  houses. 

19.  Or  those  who  are  detained  in  prisons. 

20.  By  reconciling  enemies. 

DECLARATION  AND  OTHER  INDULGENCES. 

21.  Sodalists  may  gain  all  these  indulgences,  no  matter 
in  what  place  they  are  living,  if,  at  the  church  of  that 
place,  or  elsewhere,  if  more  convenient,  they  shall  per- 
form the  works  which  are  prescribed  above. 

22.  Sodalists  may  gain  all  the  indulgences  of  the  Sta- 
tions of  the  Churches  of  Rome,  whether  within  or  with- 
out the  walls,  if  during  Lent,  or  at  other  times  of  the 
year,  on  the  days  of  the  Stations,  they  shall  piously  visit 
a  church  or  chapel,  or  their  own  oratory,  in  the  place 
where  they  may  happen  to  be  staying  for  the  time,  and 
there  say  seven  times  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  seven  times 
the  Hail' Mary. 

INDULGENCES  FOR  THE  DEAD. 

23.  All  the  above-mentioned  indulgences  can  be  applied 
for  the  relief  of  the  faithful  departed. 

24.  The  altar  of  each  Sodality  is  privileged,  and  this 
privilege  is  extended  to  all  priests,  but  only  when  Mass 
is  said  for  the  soul  of  some  deceased  member  of  the  So- 
drlity. 

25.  But  priests  who  are  Jesuits,  or  are  members  of  the 
Sodality,  can  celebrate  Mass  for  the  soul  of  any  Sodalist, 
with  the  same  privilege,  at  any  altar  and  in  any  church.

POINTS  WORTH  KNOWING. 


1.— The  Starting  of  the  Sodality. 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  write  to  the  Messenger  office 
in  Philadelphia  for  the  Diploma.  This  gives  the  right  of 
forming  a  Sodality  under  the  patroDage  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary,  and  rightfully  claiming  the  recognition 
and  protection  of  the  Church. 

2.  — Its  Erection. 

Erection  is  nothing  more  than  the  act  of  the  Bishop 
forming  the  Sodality. 

3.  — Its  Aeeiliatiox, 

Affiliation  gives  the  Sodality  its  character  and  commu- 
nicates the  privileges  and  Indulgeuc  is  of  the  Prima 
Primaria  Head  and  Mother  of  the  Sodalities  of  tne 
World. 

4.  — Its  Treasury. 

Only  after  the  Diploma  has  been  received  is  the  Sodal- 
ity entitled  to  draw  on  the  treasury  of  Indulgences. 
This  brings  it  into  the  grand  union  of  the  kindred  socie- 
ties. 

5.  — Organization. 

After  the  second  or  third  meeting  the  Sodality  should 
be  organized  by  the  election  of  officers. 

6— Postulants. 

There  is  a  two-fold  reception  of  members,  the  one  ad- 
mitting them  as  Postulants,  the  otner  receiving  them  as 
Sodalists. 

The  reception  as  Postulants  should  take  place  at  the 
second  or  third  meeting.  Tne  term  of  probation  should 
last  two  months  or  more. 

7.— Reception  as  Sodaeists. 

The  reception  into  the  Sodality  proper  cannot  take 
place  till  the  canonical  diploma  has  been  received.  The 
lawfully  appointed  Director,  alone,  is  to  receive  the 
members,  and  it  belongs  to  him,  and  not  to  the  Prefect, 
to  pronounce  the  formula  by  which  the  members  are  ac- 
tually admitted. 
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8.  — Essentials  of  Reception. 

1.  The  one  to  be  received  must  be  present.  2.  He  must 
be  willing  to  enter  the  Sodalit3T.  3.  The  Director  must 
be  willing  to  receive  him. 

9.  — Essential  to  Membership. 

Each  Sodalist's  name  must  be  entered  on  the  Sodality 
register. 

It  is  customary,  though  not  necessary,  to  invest  with 
the  medal,  and  to  present  a  manual  of  the  Sodality. 

10.— The  Transfer  Certificate. 

When  a  member  is  obliged  to  leave  the  Sodality  in  his 
parish  on  account  of  change  of  residence,  let  him  obtain 
from  the  Director  a  Certificate  of  Transfer.  This  will 
enable  him  to  enter  the  Sodality  in  his  new  parish  with- 
out undergoing  the  usual  probation.  Provided,  the  So- 
dality is  composed  of  the  same  or  similar  class  of  persons, 
and  has  been  cauonically  erected  and  affiliated  to  the 
Roman  Prima  Primaria. 

11.— Its  Success. 

The  success  of  the  Sodality  will  depend  upon  all  the 
members  keeping  as  essential  the  rules  relating  to  the 
weekly  meetings  (if  in  the  country  the  monthly  meet- 
ings), the  Confession  and  Communion  every  month,  and 
on  greater  festivals,  the  Probation  and  Reception  of 
members  and  the  like. 


RULES  AND  CONSTITUTION 


OF  THE 

SODALITIES  OF  THE  BLESSED  VIRGIN  MARY. 

(A  new  translation  of  the  Rules,  <£c,  as  approved  by  the  Very 
Bev.  Fr.  Beckx,  General  of  the  Society  of  Jesus.) 


CHAPTER  I. 
COMMON  RULES. 

I.  — Since  it  is  from  the  Most  Blessed  Virgin,  Mother  of 
God.  principal  patroness  of  this  Sodality,  we  are  to  ex- 
pect patronage  and  protection— as  she  is  Mother  of 
Mercy,  loving  those  that  love  her,  guardian  and  protec- 
tress of  those  who  piously  and  religiously  seek  her  aid — 
it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  the  members  of  the 
same  Sodality  should  not  only  greatly  venerate,  and  in  a 
very  special  manner  honour  her,  but  also  seek,  by  the 
blameless  conduct  of  their  lives, to  imitate  the  example 
of  her  wonderful  virtues,  and  to  excite  each  other  to  love 
her. 

The  accomplishment  of  all  this  will  be  greatly  facili- 
tated by  the  observance  of  the  rules  which  it  has  been 
thought  better  to  have  committed  to  writing,  so  that,  as 
far  as  possible,  they  may  be  common  to  all  the  Sodalities 
in  union  with  that  of  Rome. 

It  is,  however,  permitted  to  each  Sodality  to  have,  be- 
sides these  rules,  others  peculiar  to  itself,  such  as  it  may 
consider  suited  to  the  various  circumstances  of  place 
and  persons. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  SODALITY, 

II.  — The  Sodality  shall  be  governed  by  the  Superior  of 
the  place  in  which  it  shall  be  established,  and  by  the  Pre- 
fect of  the  Sodality  itself,  aided  by  the  counsel  of  two 
assistants.  To  these  shall  be  added  twelve  consultors, 
one  of  whom  shall  act  as  secretary.  The  number  of  con- 
sultors may,  on  account  of  the  small  number  of  mem- 
bers, be  reduced  to  six  ;  besides  these,  other  inferior  of- 
ficers shall  be  elected  according  to  the  wants  of  each  So- 
dality. But  all  shall  pay  due  deference,  not  only  to  the 
Director  of  the  Sodality,  but  also  to  the  Prefect  and 
other  officers,  according  to  the  rank  of  each,  and  shall 
obey  them  in  all  things  relating  to  the  Sodality.  But 
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when  any  impediment  shall  occur  they  shall,  as  soon  as 
possible,  give  notice  to  the  Director  or  Prefect,  that  he 
may  give  charge  of  the  matter  to  some  other  officer  or 
member. 

FREQUENTATION  OF  THE  SACRAMENTS. 

III.  — As  the  end  of  this  Sodality  is  virtue  and  Christian 
piety,  for  the  attainment  of  which  end  the  f requentation 
of  the  sacraments  is  of  the  greatest  utility,  they  who 
wish  to  join  the  Sodality  shall,  before  they  are  received, 
purify  their  souls  from  sin  by  an  ordinary  or  a  general 
confession,  as  their  confessor  shall  judge  better  in  the 
Lord.  Then  all  the  members  are  to  know  that  they 
should  receive  the  sacraments '  of  Penance  and  the 
Blessed  Eucharist  at  least  once  in  the  month,  and  also  on 
certain  feasts  and  solemnities  of  our  Lord  and  His  most 
Blessed  Mother.  However,  the  principal  officers,  that  is 
to  say,  the  Prefect,  Assistant,  Secretary,  and  Consultors 
should  go  to  confession,  and,  unless  their  spirtual  Father 
judge  otherwise,  receive  the  Blessed  Eucharist  more  fre- 
quently than  the  other  members,  who  should  derive  in- 
struction from  their  example. 

CHOICE  OF  A  CONFESSOR. 

IV.  As  far  as  possible  let  an  ordinary  confessor  be 
chosen,  who,  once  that  he  has  been  selected  by  any  one, 
must  not  without  good  reason  be  changed.  To  him  let 
each  one  unreservedly  manifest  the  state  of  his  con- 
science, and  in  all  things  that  concern  the  direction  of 
his  conscience  let  each  one  allow  himself  to  be  guided 
and  ruled  by  him. 

CELEBRATION   OF    THE   MORE    SOLEMN   FEASTS  OF  OUR 
BLESSED  LORD  AND  BLESSED  LADY,  NOVENAS,  &C. 

V.  But  since  the  members  of  the  Sodality  should  make 
it  their  principal  study  to  please  God,  and  after  Him  the 
Blessed  Virgin,  as  they  are  dedicated  to  her  and  belong 
to  her  by  very  special  titles,  the  Director  and  Prefect 
should  spare  no  efforts  to  procure  the  increase  and  ex- 
tension of  this  devotion.  They,  therefore,  shall  take 
care  that  the  more  solemn  feasts  of  our  Lord  and  of  the 
Virgin  Mother  of  God  be  celebrated  by  the  members  of 
the  Sodality  with  peculiar  fervour  and  devotion.  This 
devotion  will  be  increased  if,  during  the  nine  days  pre- 
ceding those  feasts,  the  members  prepare  and  dispose 
themselves  by  some  special  observances,  and,  above  all, 
by  holy  meditations.  That  this  may  the  more  easily  be 
done  by  them,  let  the  points  of  meditation  and  the  ob- 
servances be  prescribed  for  each  day,  and  let  them,  un- 
less the  expense  be  considered  too  great,  be  placed  before 
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the  members  in  print,  or  read  at  a  convenient  time  in 
the  Sodality. 

PIOUS  OBSERVANCES  OF  THE  SODALITY. 

VI.  — Where  the  custom  exists  each  member  shall  bring 
to  the  Sodality  a  list  of  the  observances  he  has  practised 
during-  those 'days— but  without  signing  his  name— and 
shall  throw  it  into  a  box  or  urn  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose :  and  these  lists,  having-  been  reduced  to  order  and 
copied  into  a  book,  shall  be  publicly  read  instead  of  the 
usual  exhortation.  Let  them  be  read,  if  possible,  on  the 
day  immediately  preceding  the  solemn  feast,  to  the  end 
that  all  miy.  by  the  recollection  of  what  they  have 
heard,  be  very  much  excited  to  increased  fervour  and 
devotion.  The  members  must  also  know  that  they  will 
render  themselves  very  pleasing  to  the  ever  Blessed 
Virgin  by  not  only  mailing  use  of  these  practices  on  the 
above-mentioned  days,  but  also  by  seeking  everyday,  by 
some  pious  practice.ro  render  the  Mother  of  G-od  propi- 
tious to  them. 

REGULARITY    OF    ATTENDANCE— DAYS    OF  SODALITY 
MEETINGS. 

VII.  — The  greatest  care  must  nlso  be  taken  that  the 
meetings  of  the  Sodality  be  not  omitted  for  any  slight 
cause.  But  if  anything  should  occur  on  account  of 
which  it  may  seem  that  on  that  day  the  meeting  should 
not  take  place,  it  shall  be  the  province  of  the  Director  to 
decide  on  the  sutheiency  of  the  cause,  and  he.  having  ex- 
amined the  matter  in  the  Lord,  and  having  attentively 
considered  it.  shall  decide  as  to  him  shall  s^em  most  ex- 
pedient. 

EEGISTEK  OF  ATTENDANCE. 

VIII.  — They  who,  on  the  days  and  at  the  times  ap- 
pointed for  meeting,  shall  have  been  absent,  must,  as 
soon  as  possible,  explain  the  cause  of  their  absence  to  the 
Director,  who  is  to  judge  whether  the  cause  be  sufficient 
or  not :  and.  if  he  finds  them  to  have  been  in  fault,  he 
may  admonish  them  as  shall  seem  good  to  him  :  and,  for 
such  absence,  or  for  other  defects,  he  may  for  a  certain 
time  prohibit  their  attendance  at  meetings,  as  shall  be 
judged  most  conducive  to  the  good  of  the  Sodality  and 
the  glory  of  our  Lord  :  and.  that  the  absence  of  any  per- 
son may  the  more  certainly  and  readily  be  known,  the 
Sodality  shall  keep  a  book  for  the  purpose,  and  in  it  the 
days  during  that  year  on  which  meetings  are  to  take 
place,  and  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  so  written 
that  the  absence  of  any  one  may  easily  be  marked; 
though  all  should  have  so  great  a  devotion  to  the  Blessed 
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Virgin,  and  so  great  a  care  of  their  own  spiritual  prog- 
ress, as  to  have  little  need  of  these  or  similar  admoni- 
tions. 

GOOD  WORKS  RECOMMENDED. 

1.  Every  day :  To  begin  the  day  by  some  special  prayer 
to  their  Heavenly  Patroness  as  the  Memorare.  In  the 
Prima  Primaria  three  Hail  Marys  are  prescribed,  morn- 
ing and  night- 

To  be  present,  if  possible,  at  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the 
Mass. 

To  give  some  time  to  meditation  on  heavenly  things 
or  spiritual  reading. 

To  recite,  at  least  in  part,  the  rosary  or  the  office  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin. 

To  examine  one's  conscience  before  retiring  to  rest. 

2.  Once  a  month,  at  the  very  least,  to  approach  the  sac- 
raments of  Penance  and  the  Eucharist. 

3.  Once  or  twice  a  year  to  make  a  general  confession  or 
review. 

4.  At  the  death  of  a  Sodalist  to  accompany  the  body  to 
the  grave,  and  fervently  commend  the  soul  to  God. 

5.  At  all  times  to  be  energetic  in  furthering  whatever 
tends  to  the  increase  and  well-being  of  the  Church  and 
of  religion  ;  to  strive  earnestly  by  example,  as  well  as  by 
words,  to  lead  back  to  the  way  of  salvation  wanderers 
from  the  faith  or  from  the  path  of  Christian  virtue  ;  to 
practice  diligently  the  works  of  mercy,  especially  to- 
wards Sodalists  in  time  of  sickness :  finally  to  strive  to 
acquire  not  only  those  virtues  which  no  Christian  can  be 
without,  but  to  vie  with  each  other  in  piety,  purity,  hu- 
mility, modesty,  diligence  and  industry  in  the  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  one's  state  of  life. 


TRANSFER  CERTIFICATE. 

IX — If  it  should  ever  happen  that  any  one  has  to  leave 
the  Sodality  to  make  a  journey,  let  him  give  informa- 
tion of  it  to  the  Director  and  Prefect,  and  ask  them  for 
letters  patent,  so  that  he  may  be  received  as  a  member 
of  the  Sodality  that  may  exist  in  the  place  to  which  he 
goes ;  and  since,  even  durinar  his  absence,  he  is  a  sharer 
in  the  merits  of  the  Sodality,  it  is  becoming  that  he 
should  occasionally  give  the  others  news  of  himself  and 
all  that  concerns  him,  writing  to  the  Prefect  and  rec- 
ommending himself  to  the  prayers  of  the  members.  But 
wherever  he  may  be,  let  him  take  care  to  show  himself  a 
true  child  of  the  Sodality,  and  endeavour,  by  the  blame- 
lessness  of  his  conduct  and  the  example  of  his  life,  to  ed- 
ify all  and  lead  them  to  virtue.  t 
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FRATERNAL  UNION  AND  CHARITY. 

X.— Let  them  all  love  one  another  with  true  and  sin- 
cere charity,  and  be  careful  to  preserve  peace  and  fra- 
ternal concbrd.and,  day  after  day.  to  advauce  in  the  prac- 
tice of  true  and  Christian  virtue.  They  will  be  greatly 
assisted  to  the  attainment  of  this  end  by  frequenting 
the  meetings  of  the  Sodality,  by  not  neglecting  its  pious 
exercises,  by  often  seeking  the  society  of  those  whose 
conversation  may  be  useful,  by  avoiding  bad  company, 
and  all  occasions  that  might  in'any  way  be  injurious,  as, 
for  example,  plays,  quarrels,  strifes,  complaints,  and 
other  things  of  the  kind  that  would  injure  the  good 
name  and  reputation  of  the  Sodality.  Let  them,  on  the 
contrary,  try  so  to  bear  themselves  on  all  occasions  as  to 
be  thought  worthy  of  being  under  the  special  protection 
of  the  Most  Blessed  Virgin. 

PUBLIC  READING  OF  THE  RULES  OF  THE  SODALITY. 

XL— That  these  laws  and  constitutions  may  the  more 
easily  be  kept,  let  them  be  publicly  read  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Sodality  once  a  month  instead  of  the  usual  in- 
struction. 


CHAPTER  II. 

OF  THE  MANNER  OF  ELECTING  THE  PREFECT 
AND  THE  OTHER  OFFICERS. 

L— The  Prefect  and  other  officers  shall  be  elected  once 
tor  at  most  twice)  a  year  on  the  principal  feasts  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin.  The  Director  of  the  Sodality,  the  Pre- 
fect, Assistants,  Consult ors,  and  Secretary  shall  meet, 
and  after  having  recited  the  Vent  Creator^  with  the  usual 
prayers,  and  taken  the  votes,  they  shall  select  out  of  the 
whole  Sodality  three  eminent  among  the  others  for  the 
example  of  their  virtues  and  their  reputation  for  good- 
ness. Then  let  these  be  proposed  to  the  whole  Sodality  ; 
he  that  shall  obtain  the  greater  number  of  votes  shall  be 
declared  Prefect,  the  others  shall  be  declared  first  and 
second  Assistants,  according  to  the  number  of  votes 
given  for  each.  The  Director  of  the  Sodality  and  the 
Prefect  shall  take  the  votes.  In  a  similar  manner  shall 
the  Consultors  and  Secretary  be  chosen,  but  they  shall 
not  be  proposed  to  the  general  meeting  of  the  Sodality. 

II.— The  Treasurer,  Sacristan,  and  other  inferior  offi- 
ce rs  that  may  be  required,  according  to  the  custom  of 
each  Sodality,  may  be  selected  by  the  Director  and  Pre- 
fect, together  with  the  Assistants  and  Secretary,  regard 
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being-  had  to  the  regularity  of  their  attendance  and  the 
edification  they  give. 

At  the  commencement  of  each  Prefect's  term  of  office 
all  the  officers,  as  well  inferior  as  the  superior,  shall  be 
changed,  unless  the  Director  and  Prefect  judge  it  better 
to  do  otherwise,  which  must  not  be  without  sufficient 
cause. 

Ill  —All  the  officers  of  the  Sodality,  superior  and  in- 
ferior, having  been  elected  in  this  manner,  their  names 
shall  be  publicly  announced  in  the  Sodality  on  some 
feast  of  the  Blessed  Virgin.  For  greater  devotion  and 
sole  iinity  the  Director  of  the  Sodality  may  confer  on 
each  officer  the  peculiar  insignia  of  his  charge.  The  Sec- 
retary, therefore,  shall  read  aloud  the  names  of  the  of- 
ficers in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  according  to  the  rank  and  dignity  of  each.  Let  him, 
whose  name  shall  be  read  out,  go  to  the  Director,  and, 
kneeling  before  him,  receive  from  him  the  insignia  of 
the  office,  and  let  the  Director  exhort  him  to  discharge 
its  duties  with  all  becoming  care  and  diligence,  and  very 
briefly  let  him  explain  the  nature  of  the  office  to  which 
he  has  been  appointed. 

The  names  of  all  the  officers  having  been  thus  an- 
nounced, either  the  Director  of  the  Sodality  or  some  one 
else  shall  address  all  the  members  of  the  Sodality,  and 
exhort  them  to  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings,  to 
observance  of  the  rules,  to  devotion  of  the  Blessed 
Virgin  and  love  of  her,  and,  above  all,  to  the  imitation  of 
her  virtues. 

IV.— If  the  Prefect  should  die,  or  if,  from  any  other 
cause,  it  should  happen,  before  half  his  term  of  oifice  had 
elapsed,  that  he  could  no  longer  perform  its  duties,  an- 
other, according  to  the  decision  of  the  Director,  shall  be 
appointed  to  take  the  place  of  the  Prefect  till  a  new 
election  can  be  held.  The  same  shall  be  done  in  ap- 
pointing substitutes  for  the  other  officers. 


CHAPTER  III. 

RULES  OF  THE  PREFECT. 

As  the  Prefect  takes  precedence  in  rank  and  office,  and 
claims  the  first  place  after  the  Director,  so  should  he  ex- 
cel the  other  members  of  the  Sodality  in  virtue.  Where- 
fore, he  should  observe  with  the  greatest  diligence  not 
only  the  rules  of  his  own  office,  but  also  the  common 
rules,  those  especially  that  relate  to  the  f  requentation  of 
the  sacraments,  confessing  his  sins,  and  receiving  the 
Blessed  Eucharist  more  frequently  than  the  others  ;  and 
he  should  take  care  to  advance  the  Sodality  in  the  way 
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of  virtue  and  Christian  perfection,  more  by  example 
even  than  by  words. 

II.  — He  must  always  attend  the  meeting's  at  the  times 
appointed,  aud  should  some  time  beforehand  carefully 
prepare  all  that  is  required  for  the  usual  spiritual  exer- 
cises, as  shall  have  been  agreed  on  between  him  and  the 
Director.  But  if  for  some  good  reason  he  cannot  attend, 
Jet  him  as  soon  as  possible  give  notice  to  the  Director: 
then  the  First  Assistant,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Second, 
shall  take  the  Prefect's  place. 

III.  — Although  the  Prefect  has  charge  of  the  Sodality, 
let  him,  nevertheless,  know  that  he  is  subject  to  the 
Director,  by  whom  he  is  always  to  be  guided  in  whatever 
is  to  be  done.  Wherefore,  he  must  not  change  or  do 
away  with  anything  whatever,  neither  shall  he  make  any 
new  arrangements  without  the  knowledge  and  approval 
of  the  said  Director,  in  order  that  in  the  Sodality  the 
greater  glory  of  our  Lord  and  of  the  Virgin  Mother  of 
God  may  be  more  carefully  and  peaceably  procured. 

IV.  — Let  him  seek  to  make  the  other  officers  under 
him,  especially  the  Assistants,  the  Secretary,  and  the 
twelve  or  six  Consultors,  observe  each  the  rules  of  his 
own  charge.  Let  him  also  have  the  names  of  those  mem- 
bers that  attend  the  meeting  written  during  the  meet- 
ing. Let  him  also  see  that  a  book  be  kept  containing  the 
names  of  the  members,  whether  present  or  absent, 
written  according  to  the  method  already  prescribed ; 
also  another  book  in  which  shall  be  written  the  day  and 
year  that  the  \  arious  officers  were  appointed  ;  and  a  third 
book  in  which  it  shall  be  written  on  what  day  and  in 
what  year  each  member  was  received  into  the  Sodality, 
and  also,  when  it  can  be  known,  the  day  of  his  death. 

V.  — When  any  member  is  sick  the  Prefect  shall  take 
care  to  have  him  visited  in  the  name  of  the  Sodality,  and, 
if  the  sickness  be  considered  serious,  that  prayers  be  of- 
fered up  to  God  for  him  by  all.  But  if  there  be  danger 
of  death,  he  will  see  that  the  sick  person  be  strengthened 
by  the  reception  of  the  Holy  Sacraments  of  the  Church  ; 
and,  if  he  die,  that  the  appointed  prayers  be  offered  up 
by  the  members  of  the  Sodality  for  the  relief  of  his  soul. 

VI.  — He,  as  well  as  the  Director,  must  subscribe  the 
letters  patent.  If  it  should  become  necessary  to  dismiss 
any  person  from  the  Sodality  on  account  of  grievous 
faults,  he  must  do  nothing-  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
Director,  or  without  his  counsel  and  approval. 


CHAPTER  IV. 
RULES  OF  THE  ASSISTANTS. 
I.— The  business  of  the  Assistants  shall  be  to  advise 
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and  co-operate  with  the  Prefect  in  the  government  of 
the  Sodality.  Wherefore,  there  should  be  no  dissention 
between  them  and  him,  so  that  by  their  unanimity  affairs 
shall  be  better  administered. 

II.— They  should  be  present  at  a  11  the  meetings,  public 
or  private,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Prefect,  the  First 
Assistant  shall  take  his  place  ;  but  if  both  be  absent,  the 
Second  Assistant  shall  act  as  Prefect.  Let  them  often 
confer  with  the  Director  and  Prefect  on  matters  con- 
cerning-the  spiritual  progress  of  the  Sodality,  which,  by 
Avord  and  example,  as  far  as  by  the  assistance  of  divine 
grace  they  can  do  so,  they  should  seek  to  promote. 


CHAPTER  V. 

RULES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

L— The  Secretary  shall  be  present  at  all  consultations. 
He  shall,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose,  write  an  account 
of  occurrences  of  importance,  but  shall  first  show  to  the 
Director  and  Prefect  copies  of  what  he  is  about  to  write 
in  it. 

II.  — In  the  various  books  already  mentioned  he  shall 
write  very  carefully  the  matter  proper  to  each.  He  shall 
make  known  to  no  one  the  arrangements  that  have  been 
agreed  on  in  the  consultations,  and  he  should  know  how 
to  keep  silence,  as  his  very  name  reminds  him. 

III.  — It  shall  be  his  business  to  write  the  letters,  orders, 
and  other  usual  documents,  and  also  to  sign  them  and 
seal  them  with  the  ordinary  seal  of  the  Sodality,  acting 
in  all  things  on  the  decision  of  the  Director  and  Prefect. 


CHAPTER  VI. 
ROLLS  OF  THE  TWELVE  OR  SIX  CONSULTORS. 

Let  some  members  of  the  Sodality  be  chosen  according 
to  the  rules  for  elections.  There  may  be  twelve  when 
the  Sodality  has  many  members,  but  six  only  when  the 
members  are  not  numerous. 

It  shall  be  their  business  to  assist  the  Prefect  in  the 
consultations,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  Sodality, 
and  on  that  account  they  should  be  selected  from  those 
more  advanced  in  age,  and  of  more  tried  virtue.  In  giv- 
ing their  opinions  let  them  always  have  in  view  the 
greater  glory  of  God  and  of  His  Virgin  Mother,  and  the 
spiritual  progress  of  the  Sodality  ;  and  let  them  never  al- 
low themselves,  through  want  of  impartiality,  to  deviate 
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from  what  is  just.  As  has  already  been  frequently  said. 
Jet  them  seek  to  excel  the  other  members  in  conduct  as 
they  do  in  rank. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

RULES  OF  THE  TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  make  no  expenditure  whatever 
without  the  order  of  the  Director.  Let  him  keep  a  book 
in  which  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  shall 
be  carefully  entered,  which  he  shall  produce  and  show 
to  the  Father  Director  as  often  as  he  may  desire.  Let 
him  tak :  care  not  to  ask  in  the  name  of  the  Sodality  any- 
thing for  anyone,  either  for  the  ordinary  or  extraordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  Sodality;  but  he  must  be  satisfied 
with  the  money  given  by  all  the  members,  according  to 
the  custom,  and  the  money  that  each,  of  his  own  liberal- 
ity gives  when  there  is  a  meeting  of  the  Sodality. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

RULES  OF  THE  PREFECT  OF  THE  SODALITY 
LIBRARY. 

The  Sodality  Library  and  the  books  in  it  are  confided 
to  his  care.  Let  him  understand  how  important  this 
charge  is.  and  how  much  in  the  fulfilment  of  his  duties 
be  may  serve  the  other  members  by  his  diligence,  or  in- 
jure them  by  his  neglect.  After  the  meeting  he  shall 
give  out  the  books  to  the  members.  Let  him  keep  a 
carefully-written  catalogue  of  all  the  books,  and  let  him 
place  it  where  it  may  be  seen  by  all,  or  show  it  to  those 
who  may  ask  to  see  it.  so  that  each  one  having  read  it 
may  get  from  the  Library  any  book  he  may  select.  But 
he  shall  give  no  book  to  any  one  without  first  seeing  that 
he  who  gets  the  book  sbalf  write  on  a  sheet  of  paper  his 
own  name  and  surname,  the  title  of  the  book,  and  the 
day.  month,  and  year  the  book  was  taken .  The  Librarian 
shall  keep  this  paper  till  such  time  as  the  other  shall  re- 
turn the  book. 

He  shall  not  allow  anyone  to  take  home  two  books  at 
the  same  time,  nor  shall  he  allow  anyone  to  keep  any 
book  beyond  a  specified  time  :  but.  when  they  have  been 
informed,  all  must  bring  back  to  the  Library  any  books 
they  have  taken  out. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

RCLES  OF  THOSE  THAT  VISIT  THE  SICK. 
As  it  would  often  be  impossible  for  the  Prefect  to  visit 
in  person  all  the  members  that  might  be  sick,  especially 
if  it  should  happen  that  many  fall  sick  at  the  same  time, 
it  is  necessary  that  he  should  have  some  of  the  members 
to  aid  and  assist  him  in  so  pious  and  hoi}-  a  work.  Their 
number  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Director,  who  will  select 
those  whom  he  knows  to  be.  on  account  of  their  age  and 
piety,  best  suited  for  this  charge.  Their  business  shall 
be  to  visit  frequently  the  sick  members  of  the  Sodality, 
to  make  themselves  accurately  acquainted  with  their 
state,  and  to  give  to  the  Director  and  Prefect  informa- 
tion of  what  they  have  learned,  also  to  pray  earnestly  to 
God  for  the  sick,  and  to  see  that  they  are  assisted  by  the 
commoQ  prayers  of  the  whole  Sodality.  If  the  sickness 
become  dangerous,  let  them  give  notice  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible to  the  Director  and  Prefect,  that  they,  as  their  of- 
fice requires  of  them,  may  assist  the  sick  person,  and  by 
all  means  in  their  power  take  care  that  a  member  of  the 
Sodality  dangerously  sick  do  not  die  without  being 
strengthened  by  the  sacraments  of  the  Church.  It  will 
be  useful  not  only  frequently  to  visit  the  sick  when  they 
are  confined  to  bed,  but  also  to  bear  them  company  when 
they  begin  to  recover,  and  this  they  should  do  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  console  in  the  Lord  the  sick  persons  by 
their  spiritual  conversation,  and  at  the  same  time  to  . 
cheer  them. 


CHAPTER  X. 
RULES  OF  THE  SACRISTAN. 

There  shall  be  two,  three  or  four  Sacristans,  according 
to  the  number  of  the  members.  They  should  be  con- 
vinced that  in  this  charge  and  office  they  serve  God,  and 
after  Him,  His  Virgin  Mother ;  wherefore,  let  them  not 
thinn  it  beneath  them  to  sweep  out  the  place  of  meeting 
of  the  Sodality,  or  to  undertake  the  like  humble  office  at 
the  meeting  itself. 

Let  them  be  particularly  careful  that  the  vestments 
and  everything  that  is  used  at  the  Holy  Sacrifice  of  the 
Mass  be  properly  prepared,  and  be  as  neat  as  possible. 
Let  a  list  of  all  the  furniture  of  the  Sodality  be  written 
in  a  little  book,  which  those  going  out  of  office  shall  hand 
over  to  their  successors,  showing  them  at  the  same  time 
where  each  article  is  to  be  kept.  All  things  belonging  to 
their  charge  should  be  becoming  and  properly  arranged, 
and  they  should  have  them  locked  up,  and  the  keys 
should  be  kept  by  the  Director. 
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They  should  not  go  out  from  the  meeting  without 
cause  and  express  leave  of  the  Director,  but  should,  with 
the  others,  be  present  at  all  the  spiritual  exercises  of  the 
Sodality.  They  should  incur  no  expense  whatever  with- 
out the  knowledge  and  advice  of  the  Director.  Let  them 
also  avoid  rare  and  costly  decorations,  which  the  Di- 
rector, in  his  prudence,  shall  either  altogether  forbid  or 
at  least  so  moderate  chat  they  may  be  procured  with  the 
least  possible  expense. 


CHAPTER  XI. 
THE  ORDER  TO  BE  OBSERVED  IN  CONSULTATIONS 

For  the  preservation  and  increase  of  the  Sodality  it 
seems  necessary  that  not  only  the  members  should  fre- 
quently be  assembled  for  spiritual  exercises,  but  also  that 
they  should  sometimes  meet  to  treat  of  the  proper  ad- 
ministration of  the  Sodality :  wherefore,  let  the  Director, 
Prefect,  Assistants,  Secretary  and  Consultors  meet  once 
a  mouth,  at  a  convenient  hour,  that  they  may  treat  of 
any  questions  that  may  arise,  and  come  to  a  decision  on 
them.  But  in  the  conspirations  the  Director  shall  gen- 
erally be  the  person  to  propose  the  matters  to  be  dis- 
cussed ;  the  others  shall  in  all  things  pay  great  deference 
to  his  authority,  and  shall  allow  themselves  to  be  guided 
by  his  judgment,  though  they,  too,  may  with  modesty 
propose  what  they  may  consider  necessary. 

Let  them  all  guard  themselves  against  inordinate  aif'ec- 
tions  of  the  mind,  and  in  giving  their  opinions  let  them 
look  solely  to  the  glory  of  God  and  of  His  Holy  Mother, 
and  to  the  spiritual  advancement  of  the  Sodality. 


CHAPTER  XII. 
OF  THE  MANNER  OF  ADMITTING  MEMBERS  INTO 
THE  SODALITY. 
I.— Let  him  that  desires  to  enter  the  Sodality  apply  to 
the  Director  and  Prefect,  and  when  they  have  made  suf- 
ficient inquiries  about  him,  and  have  obtained  informa- 
tion as  to  his  age,  profession,  virtue  and  other  qualities, 
the  Prefect  shall  refer  the  matter  to  the  meeting  of  the 
twelve  or  six  consultors,  that  the  applicant  may  be  al- 
lowed to  attend  meetings  for  a  certain  time  to  serve  as  a 
probation,  as  shall  be  explained.  During  this  time  he 
shall  have  leave  to  attend  the  spiritual  exercises  of  the 
Sodality,  but  shall  not  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  the 
deliberations  and  consultations;  and,  in  the  meantime, 
he  shall  sit  apart  from  the  others,  according  as  the  na- 
ture of  the  place  may  render  practicable. 
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II.  — When  any  applicant  shall  have  been  approved  of, 
but  not  yet  received,  the  Director  and  Prefect  shall  give 
him  in  charge  to  one  of  the  members  of  exemplary  vir- 
tue, whose  care  it  shall  be  during  the  time  of  probation 
(which  shall  last  two  or  three  months,  according  to  the 
qualifications  of  the  person)  to  instruct  him  in  the  con- 
stitutions and  rules  and  other  customs  of  the  Sodality, 
and  to  solve  any  difficulties  that  may  occur  to  him,  so 
that,  fully  understanding  everything,  he  may  obtain  the 
object  of  his  desires;  and  when  the  time  for  admitting 
him  is  at  hand,  in  order  that  he  may,  according  to  the 
privileges  and  favours  granted  to  the  Sodality,  gain  the 
plenary  indulgence  on  the  day  of  his  enrolment  as  mem- 
ber, let  him  that  has  charge  of  the  applicant  give  him 
notice  to  prepare  himself  for  the  reception  of  the  Most 
Holy  Sacrament  of  the  Eucharist  that  day,  so  that  he 
may  be  made  partaker  of  so  great  a  treasure. 

III.  — But  before  anyone  is  admitted  into  the  body  of 
the  Sodality,  let  his  case  be  again  referred  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  twelve  or  six  consultors,  that  from  them,  and 
particularly  from  the  person  to  whose  care  he  was  en- 
trusted, it  may  be  known  how  well  he  has  conducted 
himself  up  to  the  time  appointed.  If  it  should  be  dis- 
covered that,  during  the  time  of  probation,  he  has  not 
entirely  satisfied  the  expectations  that  were  entertained, 
it  shall  be  the  business  of  the  above-mentioned  meeting 
to  determine  by  majority  of  votes  whether  he  shall  be 
rejected  or  whether  his  time  of  probation  shall  be  pro- 
longed. 

But  if  he  has  given  good  proof  of  his  character  and 
virtue,  he  shall  be  received  with  the  form  and  ceremony 
hereinafter  described,  provided  that  the  Director  gives 
his  consent,  without  whose  knowledge  and  counsel  noth- 
ing shall  be  valid.
